ItrSSELL EESIGFNS AS BLUE 
GIASS T.g ^ffi t^ WF^"" 

Thomas M. Russell, of Maysville, 
president of the Blue Grass League, 
who was also president of the Blue 
Grass League of a decade ago, ten- 
dered his resignation at a meeting 
of the club owners at the Phoenix 
Hotel in ' Lexington, Wednesday 
night. Mr. Russell will continue in 
office until his successor te elected. 

Club owners present tipiesseil 
much regret that Mr. Russell should 
give up the presidency, but he ex- 
plained that the pleasure of holding 
the office was not enough to com- 
pensate him for the "enemies" he 
had made while trying to do his 
duty. It was largely through the 
efforts of Mr. Russell that the Blue 
Grass circuit, composed of but six 
clubs and carrying ,a schedule, of 
but two games a week, was able to 
weather the storms that threatened 
to upset it during the early part of 
the season. No mention has been 
made as to who may. bo his aoo- 
cesser. 

The meeting was hastily arrang- 
ed, and was not announced by Mr. 
Russell until Wednesday. A num- 
ber of other matters were discussed, 
including financial arrangements, 
umpires, "meddling with players," 
and contracts. No definite action 
was taken, except that it was de- 
cided that all contracts be forward- 
ed directly to the president. 

The WIncheetwr and Lexington 
clubs agreed good-naturedly to fight 
it out to the bitter end for the pos- 
session of John "Rasty" Wright, 
who has pitched for both clubs, 
and who has also been sold to Pitts- 
burg. Apparently an extensive legal 
battle is to result. 

President Russell announced that 
Devereaux, Winchester first base- 
man, and Class, Maysville outfield- 
er, had been ilned $25 and $10 re- 
spectively for a fist fight in which 
the two engaged in a recent game. 
Every club in the league with the 
exception of Mt 8iot>liBg was rep- 
resented.

Traces of the camp of tkm "long 
hunters." famous in the rnanals of 
Kentucky history the latter part of 
the EightMBtk Century, may be 
found by a party of Lexingtonians 
who plan to explore a cave near 
Hill Springs, Wayne countf, tiM 
latter part of this month. 

The "long hunters," it is related, 
came to Kentucky in 1770 from the 
Holesteen, the Clinch and the New 
River regions and pitched camp in 
yraynt eomntj about siz ipiles from 
tho yraMt site oC Moaticello. fiam 
here they scatter tn various direc* 
lions to seek game, agreeing to re- 
Uum. ewery fkre weeks to deposit the 
fkirfts of their tabor at th« tammtm 
camp. 

The adventurous spirit o£^ the 
"toBS huitieni,'* hoiwwcr, preveated 
them from keeping their agreement. 
•The band of forty gradually drifted 
•part. Flaally, ta the aarly part of 
1771, the nine remaining members 
of the band set out for home with 
the pelts they had gat h ered* At 
Cumberland Gap they were niet by a 
band of Cherokees, who relieved 
them of their valuable burden and 
they return home empty-haaded. 

Tl^ party of explorers will be led 
by Prof. A. M. Miller, head of the 
department of geology. University of 
ASBwaeKy. TBoaa waa proaaaiy wui 
accompany him will be: Prof. W. S. 
Webb and Dr. Fee Tuttle, of the uni- 
¥iisltj faealty; Vfetor K. Daige aad 
Samuel M. Wilson. 

In addition to seeking traces of 
the "loBg hunters"* camp, tMm az- 
plorers hope to find evidences of 
the occupation of the cave before 
tta company of tha white men. The 
cave Is loeated aaar a wall-traveled 
road. 

Early accounts of the "loag hunt- 
ers" say they found soar the cave 
oC former oeeiipatkMi* such 
UMi tiM like.

Negro melodies of the South have 
alwajrs been very popular with the 
American people and during the war 
they enjoyed a vogue in Eng- 
laad. But ft Is claimed that the re- 
markable prosperity of the South 
has had disastrous elfect on the ne- 
gro mel a dt e s . Th«y seem to have 
forgotten all about "Massa's in the 
Cold, Cold Grouud," and "Swing 
Low, Sweet Chariot.'' la fact, the 
colored people 'apparently shun the 
melodies, typical of the Southland 
for the typical songs of musical 
comedy. / 

Somewhere way down in Georgie, 
we feel certain, could one drive to a 
little cabin, all tattered and un- 
painted there'd be songs by the light 
of the moon, which would easily 
melt the coldest heart. Again we'd 
find the young folks rolling on the 
little cabin floor all merry, all hap- 
py and gay, and again we'd listen 
to the old folks in \he meadow or 
near the cabin doer singing as of 
old, not th« new ftirs of the day, 
but melodies of harmony, and low, il 
{characteristic of the colored music

For forty-<me years James K. 
Patterson strove mightly in behalf 
of the University of Kentucky. His 
was a bitter struggle, for he had to 
flgkt down Ignorance and stupidity 
in practically every session of the 
Legislature. Yet he moved forward 
and his progras B for Ills beloved in- 
stitution was the progress of Ken- 
tucky. Forced Into pleading annu- 
ally for the tazatloa pittance which 
had to serve for the maintenance of 
the University, Doctor Patterson 
not only kept the sehool going, but 
spreading and becoming more and 
more a vital factor for the release of 
Kentucky farm boys from the bond- 
age of primitive methods and means. 

The experiment station which is 
so useful and important In bringing 
Kentucky agriculture to its full fru- 
ition was founded by Doctor Patter- 
son. The grounds for the Agricul- 
tural College were obtained by him. 
The appropriation for this college 
was due to his efforts. That Doctor 
Patterson was a man of parts was' 
never better demonstrated thanj 
when he went into court and fought 
successfully the attempts of law- 1 
yers to establish the unconstitu- 
tionality of the University's appro-! 
priation from the State. I 
James K. Patterson was of Scotch 
birth and blood. Maybe it was Scotch 
zeal for education which made him 
so tenacious and so conquering in | 
his determination to open the doors ^ 
of the house of learning to the young j 
people of Kentucky. But he was a ' 
Kentuckian by choice and Kentucky 
claiming hfan can hardly go toe far 
in displying appreciation of what 
his coming meant to the State.

Governor Thomas Metcalfe, whose 
Srandson, Thomas M. Campbell, was 
tte craMtetter of Mr. Campbell, 
was a charter member of the Car- 
lisle lodge and helped to organize it 
to 1829. Maet tliCB the sons of the 
succeeding generations have become 
affiliated with the Carlisle lodge 
until five in all hare become mem- 
bers. There has nerer beea a time 
since the founding of the chapter 
when there was not a member of 
this famUy aetiyelj umKitit&A with 
this lodge. 

Shortly after the founding of the 
chaptor, Mr. Metcalfe became apv- 
omor of Kentvcky, ta 1828.

Captain Thomas H. Campbell, while 
he was in prison during the Civil 
War, CaptalB CamplMll, who was a 
soldier in the Confederate Army, 
was being held a prisoner by. the 



Ac- 
cording to the family history, it was 
ot thia tiae that he disigned the' 
emblem from a piece of hard rubber 
and a ten cent piece.

This branch is known as the lodge 
OC St. George in the East, and was 
Oiiapifid under the English consti- 
tntlon. At the beginning of the war 
in 1917, Mr. Campbell returned to 
the United States and entered the 
American diplomatic 9ttn$m» and 
was sent to Colombo, OigrlSO, as 
American vice consul.

Nothing has been more marked in 
Kentucky in the last twenty years 
than the growing spirit of co-opora- 
tion among the business men in the 
smaller cities and towns and this 
has aided largely in the development 
and progress of the State. Now 
every little town has a Chamber of 
Commerce, a Board of Trade, a 
Commercial Club or a Business Men's 
Association and many of them keep 
a secretary on the job all the time 
boosting the town and attracting 
additional enterprises. 

Before this spirit of co-operation 
came the small town business man 
had little in common and every tub 
stobd on Its own bottom. Usually It 
was the case than that if one mer- 
chant* suggested something for the 
improvement of the town that the 
other knocked it. Organization of a 
commercial body furnished the_ve- 
hicle for a better understanding 
and an Interchange of ideas that has 
been helpful all around and improv- 
ed the town. 

These business associations in 
many cas^ have obtained the ad- 
justment of discriminating freight 
rates and the furnishing of better 
service by public utility corpora- 
tions. Also they have made for bet- 
ter municipal government and a 
more economlcaU expenditure of the 
tax money. 

Kentucky towns have found that 
there is nothing that will boost a 
town more than a live commercial 
organization. It is the "pep" that 
has put many of these towns on the 
business map. It took a long time 
for them to get iit but the Kentucky 
small town business men have learn- 
ed the lesson typified in the motto of 
their State.

now HOW TO VOISI 

While apparently in nowise intri- 
cate the secret ballot systdm of vot- 
ing which has been operative in 
Kentucky for over thirty years 
seems not to be understood by many 
people. At every election and in 
practically erery precinct in the 
State numbers of ballots are re- 
jected and uncounted because of fa- 
tal defects and this means that the 
same number of voters have disfran- 
chised themselves through ignorance 
of how to vote the ballot properly. 

It might be surmised that such 
ballots are cast by the illiterate, but 
as a rule this is not true as the un- 
lettered voter usually . votes the 
straight ticket and stomps his bal- 
lot under the party device. In most 
cases it is the voter who should 
know better that hands in the bal- 
loU that must be thrown out at 
every election. 

^\henever the experibnced elec- 
tion officer finds a ballot In the box 
perfectly blank and without the 
semblance of any mark upon it he 
knows that It was put there by a 
voter of ordinary Intelligence that 
I did not know how to vote and would 
I have resented any offer to aid him in 
i marking the ballot. Not knowing 
how to vote, but in order to save his 
face this class of voter casts a blank 
ballot and does It election after 
election. 

The "scratcher" often comes to 
grief and by disdaining any help 
often turns in a spoiled ballot. It 
very often occurs, too, that he votes 
for the very candidate he intended 
to vote against. All of this comes 
from ignorance of the forms of a 
system that it would seem ought to 
be fairly wen understood after an 
experience of over three decades.

Kentucky made some headway in 
the eradication of Illiteracy during 
the last decennial census period and 
the fact that the State went up a 
few notches in the ascending scale 
of education in a measure muat be 
credited to the anti-illiteracy move- 
ment started ten years ago. The 
flght on illiteracy, however, was al- 
lowed to lag when the Legislature 
two years ago failed to make an ap- 
propriation to continue the work of 
the Kentucky Illiteracy Commis- 
sion. 

It seems appropriate that offering 
such a field for a crusade against il- 
literaey. Kentucky ahonfd hare fur- 
nished the idea that has become the 
standard in the war on ignorance. 
This was the ''Moenligfat School" 
idea originated by Mrs. Cora Wilson 
Setwart, of Morehead, a dozen years 
ago and aince adcqpted by many 
other States. 

Strange as it may appear the anti- 
illiteracy moremeBt was combated 
in some sections where but few of 
the people were able to read and 
write. On one occasion, Mrs. Stew- 
art, while on a trip to a remote sec- 
tion was bluntly informed that they 
"didn't want any iliteratin' " around 
there. Like other welfare move- 
ments it was oplposed by some peo- 
ple who needed it most. 

That it is a diflicult matter to 
overcome the*prejudicea of the igno- 
rant, aptly is illustrated by a story 
in which the late Governor Leslie 
figured. He was then a candidate 
for State Senator and was opposed 
by another, who proved a better 
demagogue. The latter started the 
Report in a densely, ignorant section 
of the district, that if Leslie was 
elected he intended to pass a law 
making the teaching of grammar 
compulsory in the public schools. 

This was too much for the igno- 
rant voters and they administered a 
stinging rebuke by Toting to a man 
against Mr. Leslie.

Peie and Kana Puaa had an argu- 
ment and Kama Puaa went to Hale- 
maumau, Pele's home, to fight it out. 
The god and goddess fought until Pele 
was overcome, and she pleaded for 
peace, according to the legend. 

"We shall have peace if you prom- 
ise never to allow your lava to flow 
through Puna or Hllo to the sea," 
Kama Puaa said. Pele assented, and 
she has never broken the promise, 
fesrii^ a return of the haM Kama 
Puaa, ,the legend said. 

In 1880, when a lava flow was pro- 
ceeding toward Hilo and threatened to 
destroy tho dty, tho Princess Ruth 
came from Honolulu here and, standing 
near the flow, reminded Pele of her 
I>iomise and her danger from Kama 
I'uaa if she broke the agreement. The 
flow stopped immediatdy, aecwding to 
the older Hawallans. 

On several other occasions Pele has 
sent her red-hot rivers in the direction 
of Puna and Hilo, but they tuive never 
readied 'tile two placea.

Dove hunters who have been un- 
der the impression that the open 
season on dove shooting began on 
August IS, will find they have been 
mistaken if they should take the 
field. The law does not expire until 
September 1, at which time they are 
free to get out with their guns in 
pursuit of the eluaive and sentle 
dove, the "mesMnger of peace." 

In this eonnection State Game 
Warden A. W. Bullock, of Paris, de- 
sires to warn all hunters that they 
must have the necessary hunting 
license, and must have it with them 
when they take the field. Violators 
bf the game laws will be vigorously 
prosecuted, with the help and co- 
operation of the Bourbon County 
Game and Fish Club, and, all 
other good spot tainen . 

Game Warden Bullock, who also 
works under the direction of the 
Federal Game Commission, has re- 
ceived the following letter from, the 
State Game and Fiah CommiflBton: 
and Fish Commission: 

"We call your attention to the 
fact that a violation of the dove 
'shooting law is also a violation of 
the Federal statutes. 

"In the event that you fail to 
convict any violators of the dove 
law after having been brought to a 
trial, please report to this office and 
we will take the matter up with the 
Federal authorities. 

"Please be especially vigilant in 
your endeavor to see that there is no 
violation in your district prior to the 
opening of Uie eeaaon."
